The House of Lords on the Gth delivered'judgment
in the Alexandia case. Six legal Lords were present.
Thke Lord Chancellor first gave hi= judgment.

Ile argued tbhat under the provisions of en act nown
ag the Qoecu’s Romembrancer Act, there was uo au-
thor'ty to mske such rules as the Barons of Exchequer
bad made. Ile therefore moved that the appeal of the
Urcwn be dismissed with costs. Lords St. Leonards,
Chelme furde, and Kingedowne councurred, while Lords
Cranworth and Wepslidale were in favor of the hear-
ing of the appeal by the Exchequer Chamber. The
sppeal was therefore disinissed wilh costa.

‘the Lendon Times remarks that the fisal decision
has been prononuced con a technicality, subtle and nar-
row beyond even the ordinary nerrowoess of law. For
the present the victory remains with the defendants

pri¢.s without a parallcl at any period of the world, the
creation of certain fortunes and the destractioa of cer-
tain otkess, in fict a wuniversal discrder which, in
its copsequences, are almost equal to the disaster of
revolution.

1t a more forcible sketeh is desired, bere is what was
written by the illustrious Cobbett in an official letter,
whercin be reviews the causes of the distress, withoat
precedent and without remedy, by which England ex-
piated its epbemeral oppulence of the preceding years:

'be progress of our ruin has not been as rapid s
was expecied by some; still yet the number of our
poor bhus been Increasing, ginee the year 17¢3. The
farmers and merchants bad the appearance of pros—
perity, but it was a delusive appearance, produced by
the bloated paper money. The increased taxes aad
pauperism it entailed carried destruction to the very
peart of the commaunity. The emall farmers have
become dey laborers ; the day laborers have gone, one
afier the othgr, to the poor houses. ‘l'he littie farms,
formerly the witncsses to <o many ecenes of frugality,
ivdusiry, morality and happiness; have secn, one after
the otber the misery of their occupants; the land of
which they were formed have gone to swell the domains
of the large proprictors or the parks of the lately en—
riched.
